1 The appli^mt respecMly re<f.ests lha. appUcation 09/396.128 n« be abandoned for the 
following reasona: The appUcanfa response .o the exan«„er's 06/26/02 was mailed one 
month late, on 10/26/02. The response, including a check for one month extension was 
received by the PTO on 1 1/04/02 Copies of the canceled check, certificate of mathng, and 
(.ostcard from thePTO, was sen. by .he applicant to AePTO on03/3l/03. The problem,

included with the applicant's 10/26/02 response. 

2 The applicant respectfully replies tha. there were no excess claims in the 10/26/02 
response.
